Remember  that  when  *  is  used  before  the  price  of  an  article  it  cannot 
be  sent  by  mail,  but  must  go  by  express  at  the  expense  of  the  buyer. 
Those  prices  without  *  and  having  postage  added  will  be  sent  by  mail, 
when  so  ordered  on  receipt  of  price  and  postage,  but  all  goods  forwarded 
through  the  mails  are  sent  at  the  risk  of  the  people  to  whom  they  are 
addressed,  and  if  they  are  lost  they  will  not  be  duplicated  by  us.  Where 
no  postage  is  quoted  none  will  be  required.  When  enough  money  is  sent 
to  cover  the  price  of  the  goods  but  not  sufficient  for  postage  we  forward  by 
express.  If  over-payments  are  made  we  return  the  balance  immediately. 
Goods  ordered  without  a  remittance  by  people  unknown  to  us  will  be  sent 
oy  express,  C.  O.  D.  We  pack  all  goods  very  carefully,  but  cannot  be 
responsible  for  loss  or  damage  which  may  occur  to  them  after  leaving  our 
hands.  In  making  payments  use  postoffice  or  express  money  orders,  or 
New  York  or  Boston  drafts.  We  will  accept  payments  for  sums  less  than 
one  dollar  in  United  States  postage  stamps  of  any  denomination. 

We  do  not  send  our  material  or  books  '''•on  approval  after  exaini nation  " 
and  postively  decline  to  exchayige  goods,  except  for  some  fault  on  our  jxirt. 
In  the  latter  case  the  error  will  be  corrected  at  our  expense,  provided  it  is  re- 
ported, to  us  before  the  goods  are  returned,  so  that  we  may  indicate  the  dis- 
posal to  be  made  of  them. 

SPECIAL  DIRECTIONS  FOR  KINDERGARTNERS. 
Each  item  of  kindergarten  material  is  numbered  in  bold  type,  on  the 
left-hand  side  of  the  page.  Always  use  this  number  when  ordering  ma- 
terial, so  as  to  avoid  mistakes.  Notice  exactly  what  goods  are  called  for 
by  the  number  you  use.  If,  for  instance,  your  order  "One  of  No.  191," 
you  ask  for  12  cards,  not  1  card;  and  if  the  order  is  "Twelve  of  191," 
it  requires  144  cards  and  not  12.  In  some  cases  a  number  calls  for  a 
single  piece,  and  in  others  for  a  package  of  12,  50  or  100  pieces.  Care 
on  this  point  will  prevent  many  unpleasant  errors.  If  you  order  weaving 
and  do  not  give  the  size  of  mats  and  widths  of  strips  we  cannot  know  what 
you  want.  If  you  order  sticks  and  do  not  specify  plain  or  colored,  there 
is  an  even  chance  that  we  shall  not  suit  you.  But  if  you  order  regular 
stock  by  marginal  numbers,  and  colors  by  the  numbers  or  symbols  in  our 
sample  books,  all  will  be  clear.

KINDERGARTEN  PARQUETRY. 

Several  years  since  we  devised  a  new  occupation  in  connection  with  the  Seventh 
Gift  which  we  termed  Kindergarten  Paniuetry,  and  which  has  lieen  received  with 
universal  favor  by  leading  kindergartuers.  In  this  occupation  the  material  con- 
sists of  colored  i)apers  cut  accurately  to  the  forms  of  the  tablets,  and  bears  the 
same  relation  to  the  use  of  the  tablets  that  ])ainting  does  to  drawing. 

After  designs  have  been  made  in  light  and  shade  with  the  tablets  the  forms 
can  be  repeated  in  colors  by  the  use  of  parquetry  in  the  occupation  of  pasting. 
Several  years  experience  has  seemed  to  prove  that  this  method  is  more  satis- 
factory in  the  kindergarten  than  the  use  of  painted  tablets. 

In  our  line  of  educational  colored  papers  the  colors  are  indicated  by  symbols,

TWELFTH  GIFT  OR  OCCUPATION. 

EMBROIDERY. 

There  is  no  part  of  the  kindergarten  course  which  gives  the  children  more  real 
pleasure  than  the  embroidery  which  can  be  carried  on  indefinitely.  At  first 
tlieir  little  hands  have  trouble  in  managing  tlie  card,  needle  and  thread,  but  be- 
cause the  child  loves  the  work  he  carefully  and  patiently  overcomes  the  mechan- 
ical difficulties,  and  by  and  by  is  able  to  express  himself  in  beautiful  designs; 
which  are  a  study  both  in  form  and  color.  The  additions  and  improvements 
wliich  are  constantly  being  made  in  the  material  used  render  this  occupation 
more  and  more  fascinating. 

"PERFORATED"  SEWING  CARDS 

These  cards  are  termed  "Perforated"  to  distinguish  them  from  our  "Pricked" 
Cards.  The  demand  for  longer  stitches,  coarser  threads  and  larger  needles  lias 
called  for  larger  holes  in  the  cards.  When  the  attempt  is  made  to  produce  the 
large  hole  by  pricking  with  a  pointed  needle  in  the  ordinary  way  a  very  unsightly 
and  inconvenient  burr  is  produced  on  the  back  of  the  card  which  interferes  with 
the  work  in  sewing.  In  the  "Perforated"  cards  each  hole  is  produced  by  punch- 
ing out  a  minute  disk  of  the  paper  so  that  both  sides  are  practically  alike  and 
the  thread  works  smoothlj-.  A  simple  series  of  designs  is  now  offered  and  the 
number  and  variety  will  be  increased  whenever  such  are  suggested  as  seem  to 
warrant  the  addition  of  tliem  to  those  here  shown. 

Figures  1,  2,  3,10,  11,  etc.  to  21  show  the  principal  or  first  intention  of  the 
several  arrangements  of  holes  in  this  series  of  cards,  and  la,  lb,  Ic,  2a,  2b,  2c, 
etc.,  represent  some  of  the  modifications  which  can  be  sewed  on  the  cards.  As 
the  edges  of  a  "Perforated"  hole  are  alike  on  both  sides  of  the  card  one  arrange- 
ment of  holes  will  often  furnish  right  and  left  designs  by  reversing  the  card.

The  fiftj--seven  designs  are  produced  from  forty-seven  patterns  of  pricking,  as 
for  instance,  numbers  1-2-13-24-25  are  all  made  with  one  pattern  of  pricking,  as 
also3— 19.^— 32— 33;  and  16—37;  and  4—18^-47.  In  ordering  state  how  many 
cards  are  required  for  each  embroidered  design,,  according  to  the  number  on  the 
plates;  remember  that  there  may  be  more  cards  of  one  style  ot  pricking  than  the 
number  ordei'ed  of  any  one  embroidered  design.

In  this  occupation  the  material  consists  of  a  sheet  of  paper  slitted  into  strips 
joined  by  a  margin  at  each  end,  called  a  mat,  and  a  series  of  similar  strips  which 
formerly  were  joined  at  one  end  and  are  therefore  called  a  fringe,  but  which  are 
now  joined  at  both  ends  for  security  in  handling.  The  fringe  diflers  but  little  in 
appearance  from  the  mat,  except  that  in  fine  cutting  there  is  no  margin  on  the 
sides  as  in  the  mat.

TABLES. 

Our  patented  Kindergarten  Tables  embody  several  novel  and  valuable  features 
which  have  been  developed  and  perfected  bj^  expert  mechanics. 

One  important  feature  peculiar  to  these  tables  is  the  uniformity  and  durabilitj- 
of  the  netted  lines  and  the  accuracy  of  the  squares  formed  by  them.  These  lines 
are  produced  by  cutting  very  narrow  deep  and  perfectly  uniform  channels  into 
the  wood  and  filling  them  with  an  enamel  even  more  durable  than  the  wood  itself , 
thus  accurately  dividing  the  surface  into  perfect  squares  exactly  one  inch  in  size 
by  fine  black  lines. 
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When  the  euamel  has  become  hardened  the  surface  of  the  table  is  finished  per 
fectly  level  and  tinelj'  polished,  and  these  tables  can  be  rcfiuished  indefinitely, 
even  to  replaning,  without  diisturbing  the  lines.  These  qualities  of  accuracy  and 
durability  in  the  lines  ar('i)ecullar  to  the  Bradley  tables. 

Each  table  with  folding  legs  is  provided  with  our  i)atent  leg-brace, which  gives 
perfect  stability  to  the  table  when  set  up  and  allows  tin-  legs  to  be  instantly  folded 
against  the  top  into  a  space  about  three  inches  thick,  including  top  and  legs, 
and  as  readily  set  up  agiiin  w  ithout  undue  ellbrt  on  the  part  of  the  teaeber.  The 
braces  are  so  ingeniously  constructed  that  they  do  not  interfere  with  the  knees 
of  those  children  who  sit  near  the  legs.  The  illustration  below  shows  one  table 
set  up  ready  for  use  and  another  lying  on  the  tlooi-,  with  one  leg  folded  against 
the  top,  and  the  other  leg  in  a  convenient  position  to  be  folded  with  the  least 
possible  eflbrt  on  the  part  of  the  teacher.

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THE  BRADLEY  COLOR  SCHEME. 

All  color  ill  nature  and  art  is  produced  by  rays  of  light  which  impinge 
on  the  retina  of  the  eye  of  the  observer  and  produce,  when  conveyed 
to  the  brain,  an  impression  of  color.  In  representing  natural  objects  by 
paiutings  and  colored  drawings,  pigments  are  used  to  imitate  the  colors 
seen  iu  the  objects. 

The  important  features  peculiar  to  the  Bradley  system  of  color  instruc-

This  is  the  only  system  of  elementary  color  instruction  based  on  the 
science  of  chromatics  and  embodying  a  nomenclature  by  which  colors  can 
be  definitely  expressed,  and  has  been  accepted  by  a  large  number  of  the 
leading  Colleges  and  Universities  as  the  basis  for  experiments  in  their 
psychological  laboratories.  This  system  and  the  means  for  its  application 
to  elementary  color  instruction  are  briefly  set  forth  under  the  four  follow- 
ing heads. 

SIX  SPECTRUM  STANDARDS. 

The  six  locations  in  the  solar  spectrum  which  best  express  the  ideas  ^f 
Red,  Orange,  Yellow,  Green,  Blue  and  Violet  have  been  aesthetically  se- 
lected by  the  unanimous  opinion  of  a  large  number  of  competent  people, 
including  artists,  scientists  and  teachers.  In  these  selections  of  standards 
the  most  intense  expression  of  each  of  the  six  colors  has  been  chosen,  as 
for  example,  the  reddest  Red,  greenest  Green,  etc.  These  standards  have 
been  selected  in  accordance  with  the  concensus  of  color  feeling,  and 
each  has  been  scientifically  located  by  its  wave  length  so  that  absolute  and 
permanent  standards  of  color  are  secured  which  serve  to  form  the  basis 
for  a  color  nomenclature  by  which  the  name  and  accurate  analysis  of 
any  color  may  be  recorded. 

PIGMENTARY  STANDARDS. 

The  best  possible  pigmentary  imitations  of  the  six  spectrum  standards 
and  of  white  and  black  form  eiglit  pigmentary  standards. 

DISK  COMBINATIONS. 

The  application  of  these  eight  standard  pigmentary  colors  to  Maxwell 
Disks  and  the  rotation  of  suitable  selections  from  these  disks  in  combina- 
tion on  the  color  wheel  produce  an  indefinite  number  of  other  colors 
which  may  be  accurately  named  in  tei-ms  of  the  eight  pigmentary  stan- 
dards, and  thus  the  elements  of  a  complete  nomenclature  of  colors  are 
obtainable.

This  miniature  color  wheel  furnishes  a  very  enjoyable 
and  valuable  method  of  studying  color,  both  for  the  schoolroom  and  the 
library,  and  with  it  all  colors  in  tlowers,  or  in  textile  material  may  be  an- 
alyzed and  tlie  results  recorded.  With  this  top  the  pupil  may  at  pleasure 
repeat  very  many  of  the  experiments  which  have  been  presented  to  the 
class  with  the  larger  Color  Mixer,  and  this  personal  work  will  elTectually 
l)repare  the  way  for  an  understanding  of  the  theories  involved  in  the  color 
combinations.

LUDDINGTON'S  PICTURE  PROBLEMS.
